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REPORT OF SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 





On November 21, 1938, in the selectmen’s room 
in New Ipswich, the contract for the construction of 
the central school building was awarded to the low- 
est bidder, M. and P. Builders and Engineers, Inc., 
of Nashua, N. H. This contract included a base bid 
of $24,000.00 with four alternates totalling 
$2175.00. There were five witnesses at the opening 
of the bids. These witnesses were: Mr. David Rog- 
er, Mr. Walter Thayer, Mr. W. D. Ashley, Mr. Jack 
Hopcroft, and Mrs. 8S. W. Haynes. Steps were taken 
immediately to alter some of the plans to reduce the 
base cost within the budget. 


Actual construction at the site selected for the 
building was started on December 12, 1938, with 
Mr. Matti P. Aho as construction foreman. Having 
investigated all possibilities suggested, the present 
site was selected by the committee as the best for the 
purpose, that we could secure. 


The building was completed and officially ac- 
cepted by the committee on July 28, 1939. 


During construction several changes were effect- 
ed. Among them the basement was enlarged to 
cover the entire building, thereby saving in cost if it 
were to be enlarged later. Other improvements add- 
ed were hot water tank, power receptacles, screen 
for boys’ toilet, and protective railing at the head of 
emergency exit from furnace room. . 

The building consists of three classrooms, capac- 
ity 35 pupils each; fire-proof hall; fire-proof furnace 
room; play room; toilets and teachers’ room. The 
position of the building on the lot insures minimum 
eyestrain for the pupils and maximum natural light- 
ing. The building is air conditioned. It is heated by 
an oil burning unit thermostatically controlled. 
Toilets are supplied with hot and cold running water. 
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It was the wish of the committee to have a gable 
roof. This, however, was impossible because of its 
additional cost. 

The funds for building this school as authorized 
by the school district were obtained from the Wilton 
National Bank at 214% interest payable semi-annu- 
ally. The total indebtedness of $12,900 consists of 
twelve notes of $1000 each and one of $900; one 
note maturing annually. 

The committee acknowledges with thanks the 
aid given by Superintendent V. 8.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich: 
I respectfully submit my seventeenth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools: 


Supervision 

In my report last year I discussed the early 
stages of the process of learning to read, covering 
the work of the first two grades. I pointed out that 
we make several sections in each grade in order to 
have each pupil placed at the reading level at which 
he can do his best work. This procedure is now ef- 
fective in the third grade as well as in the first two 
grades. 

Sectioning by reading levels in these grades 
proves to be advantageous and is in itself nothing 
particularly new. Asa given child shows readiness 
for the next succeeding reading level or stage, he is 
advanced sometimes with the same group and some- 
times into the next group ahead; and of course slow- 
er learning pupils are sometimes outstripped by the 
others in a group and joins the next group that 
comes along into that stage. Each child is thus en- 
abled to progress according to his own ability and is 
not forced to take the pace of faster or slower 
pupils. 

It may prove to be more satisfactory, after some 
further experience with this plan, to designate 
pupils below the fourth grade according to the read- 
ing levels instead of classifying them as grade one, 
grade two, or grade three; and promote from level 
to level at such times during the year as the children 
acquire mastery of the reading level in which they 
have been placed. Pupils would then be promoted 
into the fourth grade when they were ready to enter 
upon the study of the content subjects that usually 
begin in the fourth grade, and only when the pupil 
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is ready to do so with assurance of success, whether 
the time required to attain such mastery has been 
three years or four. 

Reasonable mastery of the fundamental tech- 
niques of reading is essential to success throughout 
the remaining school years and to permit a child to 
advance before mastery is attained is to give him a 
handicap that may later prove disastrous, not only 
to his success in the content subjects, but to de- 
velopment of his personality or individuality. 

In all our plans and procedures we must think 
in terms of the individual child and remember that 
he grows as a whole. This is true not only of his 
years in the primary grades but throughout his 
school life. All the time that a child is increasing in 
skill and in understanding, he is also forming atti- 
tudes and ideals and interests that will contribute 
more to the development of his personality than all 
of the subject matter he may be able to absorb and 
retain. The facts a child learns slip away quickly, 
but the thinking habits he acquires and the atti- 
tudes and ideals formed are apt to be permanent. 

The type of report card that we have developed 
in the previous two years for first and second grades 
is now adapted to the third grade as well. By this 
means we are trying to give the parent definite in- 
formation as to the child’s growth in reading and to 
point out the things that may be preventing more 
rapid growth. We believe this is more helpful to 
the parent and consequently to the child than the 
type of report card that merely states the child is 
“vood,”’ “fair,” or “poor, because it is more con- 
structive and less critical of failures and establishes 
a better basis for helpful conference between the 
parent and the teacher. 


Consolidated School 
The new Consolidated School building which 
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was in process of construction when we made our 
report last year has come up to our expectations in 
every respect. While much remains to be done in the 
way of planting trees and shrubs, and otherwise 
beautifying the school grounds, and further grading 
of the back part of the lot to improve the play- 
ground, the building itself is complete, provided 
with modern heating, lighting, ventilation and sani- 
tation. The money available for construction and 
equipment did not prove sufficient to complete the 
wardrobes in each room and this should be provided 
for as soon as possible. What is required is ventilat- 
ing shafts for each wardrobe and doors between 
each wardrobe in the school room. 

The enrollment in each room is shown in the 
statistics following this report. The present sixth 
grade is larger than any of those that follow it which 
accounts for the fact that the upper grade room is 
filled practically to capacity. There are eighty-six 
children in the building and the rooms are large 
enough to accommodate approximately twenty 
more. 

The district is fortunate in the staff of teachers 
taking over the work of setting up a new school or- 
ganization for many new problems have presented 
themselves that required experienced teachers to 
solve them and get the school running on the new 
basis so smoothly and efficiently from the very open- 
ing day. The children are making excellent progress 
and seem to be very happy and appreciative in their 
new surroundings.

The regular medical inspection was carried out 
by Dr. Cayward and Mrs. Gilbert early in October

The total of the budget items in the state aid 
group is approximately $600 lower for the year 
1940-1941 than the estimates we made a year ago 
for the current year. The only important change in 
the group of budget items under statutory require- 
ments is the increase of $1000 in the estimated cost 
of high school tuition; ten pupils expect to graduate 
from the Academy next June but there will be 
twenty-two to enter the Academy in September, so 
that the total tuition cost next year will be $5000 
instead of $4000. The estimated income of the dis- 
trict from state aid will be $116 more than last year, 
and we are allowing $382 of the estimated balance 
next June to further reduce the assessment required 
to balance the School Board’s budget. The net 
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amount required for 1940-1941 is $14,200, which is 
$122.50 less than last year’s assessment. ' |
